LONDON, March 26.—The normal Unionist 
majority is 121. Late last night the Unionist 
whips anticipated a majority of ninety-five, 
so the actual majority of eighty-nine, against 
Morley’s amendment, taken as it will 
be in connection with the Gladstonian 
victory at Iikeston, is very satisfactory. Last 
night’s session was a long One, lasting till 
half past 2 o’clock this morning.

HAGGARD AND MOORE.

I believe he never heard of it 
till it was mentioned to him by a gentieman a 
few days before he started forEgypt. The 
poem of ‘‘Jess’’ was sent Haggard from South 
Africa in manuscript in a private letter about 
seven years ago by alady nowdead. He has 
always thought it to have been her own com- 
position and never to have been published.“ 

Upon this the Pall Mall Gazette says: Since 
Mr. Haggard is away, this is not the moment 
for comment. Most writerg, we fancy, will 
agree with us in holding ia the interests of 
literary morality, that some further explana- 
tion is imperatively required.’’

OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE, 


The Annual Boat-Race—Cambridge Takes 
the Lead and Wins. 


LONDON, March 26.—The annual boat-race 
between the crews of Oxford and Cambridge 
Universities took place to-day overthe usual 
course on the Thames, from Putney to Mort- 
lake, and was won by the Cambridge crew. 
The wind was fresh and the water 
lumpy. The betting just before the 
start was 15 to 18 m favor of Cambridge. 
When the crews launched their boats, 
just prior to the start, the weather threatened 
rain. When the signal for the race was given 
the Cambridge crew at once took the lead, 
rowing with a slightly more rapid stroke 
than that used bytheir opponents. At the 
end of the first mile the Cambridge boat 
was half a length ahead, the race hav- 
ing been stubbornly contested all the way. 
The Oxfords then spurted. To this the Cam- 
bridge men responded instantly and effective- 
ly, so that at Hammersmith Bridge, nearly 
two miles from the start, they had increased 
their lead to a whole boat length. Here the 
Oxford crew again put a fresh burst to their 
speed and drew up towards their opponents, 
but managed to cut down only a part of the 
lead against them. At Chiswick the 
Oxfords had improved their rowing 80 
much that the Cambridge men,in their ef- 
forts to retain their lead, rowed a little wildly 
and finally splashed, but they recovered 
themselves quickly, and bya supreme effort 
made up their loss and regained 
their length of lead which had 
been somewhat curtailed, although their 
boat rolled a good deal under the inequality ot 
the efforts of the crew. At Barnes’ Bridge, 
three miles and five furlongs from the start, 
the Cambridge boat was leading by a length 
and a half. After passing the bridge the 
Oxford crew broke an oar. That, of course, 
secured the race for the Cambridge 
men, and they won easily by three lengths. 
The race wasafine contest as far as Barnes’ 
Bridge, being strongly contested every inch 
up to this point. The Oxford crewvpulled bet- 
ter together than their opponents did, and it 
is agreed on all hands thatthe distance they 
lost before they broke their oar was lost by 
bad steering entirely. 

The time of the Cambridge crew was 20 min. 
and 52 sec.

A BIG JOINT STOCK SCHEME.

any purpose, by cables, machine or other 
appliances. The scheme has long been moot- 
ed, and the promoters are very sanguine of its 
success.

A MYSTERIOUS CASE,

PREPARING SCHEDULES IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THE INTERSTATE LAW. 


A Big Consolidation With the ’ 
Hamilton & Dayton as a Nucleus Hint 
At—Henry Villard Said to Be Interested 
in the B. & O. Deal—The Trouble Be- 
tween the Grand Trunk and Central 
Traffic Association of the 
C. B. & Q.—Railroad Notes. 
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In the office of Assistant General Passenger 
Agent Chesbro of the Vandalia this morn- 
ing the new schedule of rates, printed 
on a large card, was displayed. The 
schedule will go into effect April 1. This is 
the first office to display the printed card. 
Very few changes have been made in the 
passenger rates of this or any other road, 
the schedules being almost a _ reprint of 
the old rates. In the foreign departments the 
work is slower, and no schedules have been 
fully made out af yet, and none have been re- 
ceived dy the line agents in the city. They 
are all at sea on the rates after 
the interstate law goes into effect. Trafiic 
Manager Smith, of the Wabash, sai? that his 
tariffs had not yet been made out as he is 
waking for the Chicago roads to 
make out their schedules in North 
west territory so as to make it 
possible for St. Lonis to do business there. 
He expects to have the tariffs ready by April 
4. The St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas has 
nearly all of its tariffs completed 
and in the hands of the printer. 


The changes in Texas rates have not been 
reat, with the exception of the Houston and 
zalveston rates, which have been advanced 15 

centaa hundred. These rates have been ex- 

ceptionaily low, and the advance brings them 
to the common rate. It was made necessary 
by the necessity of bringing the rates this side 
within them and to protect the road. Consid- 
erable changes have been made in Arkansas. 

The Mobile & Ohio has a difficult problem to 
solve inthe rate at all points touched by the 

Green Line, which are forced down below all 

intermediate points by water and rail compe- 

tition. The General Managers of Southern roads 
are now in session in Washington, and it is 
thought these rates will remain unchanged, 
and the Commission will be applied to for ex- 
ception. Few changes are anticipated in the 
Texas rates of the M uri Pacific. 


The C., B. & Q.’s Statement. 


Boston, March 26.—The thirty-third annual 
report ofthe Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad Company shows the gross earnings,

Fire IsLanp, March 28, 10a. m.—The steamer 
Scotia lies in the same position as sha did yes- 
terday, and seems well up on the beach. The 
steamer Rescue, with a barge in tow, is going 
up the bay, which indicates that an effort will 
be made to unload the Scotia on the shore and 
cart the cargo across the beach. 

The wrecked steamer Scotia of the Fabre 
Line, now onthe beach fifteen miles west of 
Fire Island, bas been reached by the wreck- 
ing steamers, and the rescue of the passengers 
will be proceeded with as soon as possible. 
A dispatch received to-day from the scene of 
the wreck by Eiwell & Co., to whom the ves- 
sel was consigned, stated that the sea was 
smooth and the vessel resting easy. In that 
casethe passengers may be got off this after- 
noon. Another telegram stated that 
those passengers who were taken ashore yes- 
terday afternoon had returned to the wreck 
to sleep. Interpreter Thrilley was wired for 
early this morning to go to the wreck, as the 
Italians were getting boisterous and unruly. 
Manager Ter Kuile did not say anything about 
the ship, and it was presumed at the office 
that this implied that with the above ex: 
ception everything was all right. The vessel 
is fully insured, the Board of Underwriters 
say, and the cargo is worth $60,000, also in- 
sured.

Large Weekly Mortalty—Trouble About 
Revised Ordinances. 

The mortality in the city during the past 
week has been moderately large for this sea- 
gon of the year. The weekly report of the 
clerk of the Board of Health shows that 


during the week there were 164 
deaths, which number ie fifteen 
in e@xcess of that of last week 


and one less than for the ‘corresponding week 
of last year, Diphtheria’s ravages have de- 
creased sligntly, 
being . Phthisis, or consumption 
and pneumonia leads the list this week, each 
having sixteen deaths to its credit. 
Diseases of the circulatory system took off 12 
patients: congenital diseases, malformation, 
ete, were responsible for 10; 8 succumbed to 
diseases of the respiratory organs; 7 to fevers 
of various kinds; 1 to cerebro-spinal fe- 
ver; 1 to scarlatina; 4 to meningitis 
and encephalitis; 5 to eonvulsions and 
trssmus; 4 to apoplexy;4to cirrhosis of liver 
and hepatitis; 2 to Brights disease: 6 to 
senility, 5 t bronchitis and 1 to typhoid fever. 
There were 4 deaths due to accident. Classified 
generally there were 31 deaths due to zymotic 
diseases; 33 to constitutional; 78 to local; 16 
to developmental and 6 to Violence. 
Calculating for a basis of 420,000 population in 
the city the death rate per thousand was 20.3. 
There were 189 births during the week or 
twenty-five more than the number of deaths. 


A Question ef Work. 


The sentiment in both houses of the Munict-

The House 
Committee claims that an opinion 
is necessary from the City Counselor 
as tothe legality of making amendments to 
the existing ordinances notwithstanding the 
fact that the Council saw fit to make one to 
the recommendations of the joint committee 
in the report of that body. It is also claimed 
that hurried legislation in the matter would 
be injudicious, and this is given as a main 
reason for advising cure in consideration of 
the measure. One thing is clear, however, 
and that is that considerable work must be 
shouldered either by the House Committee 
now in possession of the ordinance, or by the 
new Municipal Assembly.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


An Important Decision in the Louisiana. 
Swamp Land Cases—New Postmasters. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior to-day rendered a decision 
inthe matter of the claim of the State of 
Loulsiana under the swamp lands acts of 
1849 and 1850, on appeal from the decision of 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office 
of November 21, 1875, which refused the 
application of the State to have all lands 


listed of said State, that are described by the 
field notes: Low prairie not arable,’’ not 
fit for cultivation,’’ ‘‘bottom lands. low 
lands, or low wet lands, for the reason 
that the lands so described were not neces- 
sarily swamp and overflowed lands, made 
unfit thereby for cultivation as required by 
the granting acts. The Secretary directs the 
Commissioner to advise counsel for the State 
that it can elect whether the fleld notes of 
survey shall be made the basis of the final 
adjustment of the grants. and in case 
such election is made, the Commissioner is 
directed to proceed to list any tracts 
that appear by the fieid notes to be clearly 
of the character granted, unless there is 
reason to believe that the field notes and sur- 
vey are false and fraudulent. Where the 
fieid notes of survey have been made since 
the passage of the act of ld and with reference 
thereto, they will be held to entitle the State 
prima facie, to the lands returned as swamp 
and overflowed, without the additional 
words, made unfit thereby for cultivation, 
but where made before the passage of that 
act, all the descriptive words in the grant 
or words ciearly of a like import, must ap- 
pear, and where they do not so appear, the 
State must show by other satisfactory evi- 
dences that the lands claimed were of the class 
contemplated by the grant. If the State does 
not elect to take grants by the field notes of 
survey, the Commissioner is advised that the 
State should be allowed to furnish satisfactory 
proof, that the lauds claimed were swamp 
and overflowed, and rendered thereby 
unfit for cultivation at the date of the grant. 
The Secretary directs that the State 
be required to deslanate specificaily the 
act under which she claims and should 
she elect to furnish additional testimony, 
showing the character of the particular tracts 
named, the Commissioner will transmit to the | 
Secretary for approval lists of such 
lands as the evidence shows the State to be 
entitled tounder said acts. This decision con- 
curs in the conclusions of the Commissioner as 
to the effect of the field notes above indicated 
as low wet lands, etc., and in addition 
thereto formulates a rule, as stated, for his 
guidance in adjusting the swamp-land claims.

THE HADDOCK TRIAL. 


Important Witnesses Held in Reserve~—A 
Flatter of Excitement. 


Iowa City, Io., March 26.—The fourth day 
of the Haddock murder trial opened with the 
appearance of M. D. O'Connell of Fort Dodge, 
who was appointed by the Governor some 
time ago to assist the State counsel, The 
interest in the case intensifies as th taking 
of the testimony proceeds. The important 
witnesses for the prosecution are being 


held in reserve, those examined this morn- 
ing consisting of residents in the immediate 
vicinity of the scene of the tragedy on the 
night of August 3. The most important of 
this number was an old man named Van Ing- 
ham, who now states with considerable earn- 


estness that the form and carriage 
of the man he saw pass his window 
on the ran after the shot was

WEDDED IN A SHOW WINDOW. 


How a Young Couple Won the Furniture for 
Their House.

A wedding in a show window at 267 and 
269 West Indiana street attracted a crowd 
of 3,000 or 4,000 people to the scene last 
night and completely blocked up the 
street for nearly two squares. The pro- 
prietor of a retail furniture store at that 
place has had a ‘‘wanted” advertisement 
standing in some of the city papers for 
several days, offering to donate the con- 
tents of a large triple show window to * 
young couple who would consent to 
married there.

The announcement was made public 
that the ceremony would take place at8 
o’clock Saturday evening, and a curious 
throng began to gather some time before 
the hour designated. The- crowd grew to 
such dimensions that Sergt. Beaubien, 
with ten officers from the West Chicago 
Avenue Station, was called to the scene to 
preserve order. At 8 o’clock three closed 
carriages, containing the bridal party,

Capt. Ruffat’s Fatal Blunder—Statement of 
One of the Passengers—A Fatal Railroad 
Collision—One Man Killed—Another Vie- 
tim of the Buffalo Holocaust—Casual 
ties. 


Frre ISLAND, March 26, 10a. m.—The steamer 
Scotia lies in the same position as sha did yes- 
terday, and seems well up on the beach. The 
steamer Rescue, with a barge in tow, is going 
up the bay, which indicates that an effort will 
be made to unload the Scotia on the shore and 
cart the cargo across the beach. 

The wrecked steamer Scotia of the Fabre 
Line, now onthe beach fifteen miles west of 
Fire Island, bas been reached by the wreck- 
ing steamers, and the rescue of the passengers 
willbe proceede@ with as soon as possible. 
A dispatch received to-day from the scene of 
the wreck by Eiwell & Co., to whom the ves- 
sel was consigned, stated that the sea was 
smooth and the vessel resting easy. In that 
case the passengers may be got off this after- 
noon. Another telegram stated that 
those passengers who were taken ashore yes- 
terday afternoon had returned to the wreck 
tosleep. Interpreter Thrilley was wired for 
early this motaine to go to the wreck, as the 
Italians were getting boisterous and unruly. 
Manager Ter Kuile did not say anything about 
the ship, and it was presumed at the office 
that eule implied that with the above ex- 
ception everything was all right. The vessel 
is fully insured, the Board of Underwriters 
say, and the cargo is worth $60,000, also in- 
sured. It consisists ot Italian merchandise 
and fruits. 

REMOVING THE PASSENGERS. 

PATCHOGUE, L. I., March 26.—The passengers 
of the stranded steamer Scotia are being taken 
off as quickly as possible both by boat and the 
breeches buoy, and will remain on the 
beach until the barges are towed around 
through the to Bayside Beach, 
where all taken on board 
and the barges towed to New Yorké 
The statement made by a passenger 
named Rider, a practical engineer, declares 
that Capt. Ruffat did not know where he was 
Thursday night. He mistook the Shinnecock 
Night for the Fire Island light and the 
steamer was running at full speed when she 
went aground. The masts which were ofiron, 
were not cut down, but snapped off when the 
vessel struck. Two passengers left here for New 
York at 1:50 p. m. The agent of the steamship 
line has ordered a large quantity of provisions 
for the passengers on the beach.

Large Weekly Mortality~Trouble About 
Revised Ordinances. 

The mortality in the city during the past 
week has been moderately large for this sea- 
gon of the year. The weekly report of the 
clerk of the Board of Health shows that 


during the week there were 164 
deaths, which number is fifteen 
in excess of that of last week 


and one less than for the ‘corresponding week 
of last year. Diphtheria’s ravages have de- 

ed sligntly, 
— the A, Phthisis, or consumption 
and pneumonia leads the list this week, each 
having sixteen deaths to its credit. 
Diseases of the circulatory system took off 12 
patients; congenital diseases, malformation, 
ete, were responsible for 10; 8succumbed to 
diseases of the respiratory organs; 7 to fevers 
of various kinds; 1 to cerebro-spinal fe- 
ver; 1 to scariatina; 4 to meningitis 
and encephalitis; 5 to eonvulsions and 
trssmus; 4 to apoplexy;4to cirrhosis of liver 
and hepatitis; 2 to Brights disease: 6 to 
senility, 5 t bronchitis and 1 to typhoid fever, 
There were 4 deaths due to accident. Classified 
generally there were 31 deaths due to zymotic 
diseases; 33 to constitutional; 78 to local; 16 
to developmental and 6 to violence. 
Calculating for a basis of 420,000 population in 
the city the death rate per thousand was 20.3. 
There were 189 births during the week or 
twenty-five more than the number of deaths. 


A Question ef Work. 


The sentiment in both houses of the Munict-

It is also claimed 
that hurried legislation in the matter would 
be injudicious, and this is given as a main 
reason for advising care in consideration of 
the measure. One thing is clear, however, 
and that is that considerable work must be 
shouldered either by the House Committee 
now in possession of the ordinance, or by the 
new Municipal Assembly.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


An Important Decision in the Louisiana 
Swamp Land Cases—New Postmasters. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior to-day rendered a decision 
inthe matter of the claim of the State of 
Louisiana under the swamp lands acts of 
1849 and 1850, on appeal from the decision of 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office 
of November 21, 1875, which refused the 
application of the State to have all lands 


listed of said State, that are described by the 
field notes: Low prairie not arable, not 
fit for cultivation,’’ bottom lands. low 
lands, or low wet lands, for the reason 
that the lands so described were not neces- 
sarily swamp and overflowed lands, made 
unfit thereby for cultivation as required by 
the granting acts. he Secretary directs the 
Commissioner to advise counsel for the State 
that it can elect whether the fleld notes of 
survey shall be made the basis of the final 
adjustment of the grants. and in case 
such election is made, the Commissioner is 
directed to proceed to list any tracts 
that appear by the fleid notes to be clearly 
of the character granted, unless there is 
reason to believe that the field notes and sur- 
vey are false and fraudulent. Where the 
fieid notes of survey have been made since 
the passage of the act of 1s49and with reference 
thereto, they will be held to entitie the State 
prima facie, to the lands returned as swamp 
and overflowed, without the additional 
words, made unfit thereby for cultivation,’’ 
but where made before the passage of that 
act, all the descriptive words in the grant 
or words clearly of a like import, must ap- 
pear, and where they do not so appear, the 
State must show by other satisfactory evi- 
dences that the lands claimed were of the class 
contemplated by the grant. If the State does 
not elect to take grants by the field notes of 
survey, the Commissioner is advised that the 
State gshould be allowed to furnish satisfactory 
proof, that the lauds claimed were swamp 
and overflowed, and rendered thereby 
unfit for cultivation at the date of the grant. | 


The Secretary directs that the State 
be required to @esiynate specifically the 
act under which she claims and should 


she elect to furnish additional testimony, 
showing the character of the particular tracts 
named, the Commissioner will transmit to the | 
Secretary for approval lists of such 
lands as the evidence shows the State to be 
entitled tounder said acts. This decision con- 
curs in the conclusions of the Commissioner as 
to the effect of the field notes above indicated 
as low wet lands, etc., and in addition 
thereto formulates a rule, as stated, for his 
guidance in adjusting the swamp-land claims.

THE HADDOCK TRIAL. 


Important Witnesses Held in Reserve—A 
Flatter of Excitement. 


Iowa City, Io., March 26.—The fourth day 
of the Haddock murder trial opened with the 
appearance of M. D. O’Connell of Fort Dodge, 
who was appointed by the Governor some 
time ago to assist the State counsel, The 
interest in the case intensifies as th taking 
of the testimony proceeds.

CALL THE FIFTIETH CONGRESS, 

When all the three per cents, the only 

United States bonds subject to call, shall 
have been redeemed by the end of the 
current fiscal year, June 30, the Treasury 
authorities say there will still be a surplus 
of at least $80,000,000 left in the vaults, 
over and above all authorized disburse- 
ments and reserves, and that this surplus 
will thereafter be increased at the rate of 
$10,000,000 a month by collections exceed- 
ing to that extent all expenditures, 
But a few years back the withdrawal of 
such an amount of money from business 
use would have paralyzed trade and pre- 
cipitated a disastrous panic. With our 
present stock of $857,000,000 of gold and 
silver coin and $1,000,000,000 more availa- 
ble in the shape of greenbacks, bank- 
notes, certificates and bullion, such a 
lock-up. might go on for many months 
wit hout producing a panic or serious dis- 
aster. But the stringency resulting from 
such a contraction of the currency would 
have a perceptible effect on business, 
and should be averted by Congressional 
action. 

The only other way of getting these ex- 
cessive collections back into the currents 
of trade is by buying the 4% percents at 
an exorbitant premium. It is, therefore, 
plainly the duty of the President to call) 
the Fiftieth Congress to Washington in 
September or October to perform the un- 
finished duty of the Forty-ninth Congress 
and relieve the people from the payment 
of $2,500,000 a week and $10,000,000 a 
month morethan the Government has any 
need or use for. Being called in extra 
session for that very purpose the Fiftieth 
Congress would meet under a moreurgent 
pressure than its predecessor, and being 
fresher from the people and having a 
larger sprinkling of new men, might act 
promptly where the others hesitated and 
failed. 

The fact is that Congress ought to meet 
the first week in October instead of De- 
cember anyhow. With the Christmas 
holiday recess just ahead, Congress meets 
in December only to postpone all real 
business until after New Year’s, and the 
second session of each Congress is always 
too short for the best results. If the Con- 
gress elected last November does not 
meet until December, more than a year 
after its election, it will be involved in 
the intrigues and maneuvres of next 
year’s Presidential contest before it has 
fairly begun Legislative business. Meet- 
ing in October it would have the three 
most pleasant months of the year todo 
its work in, and might get through and 
adjourn befere being drawn into the 
whirl of the Presidential contest. For 
this reason, as well as for the sake of re- 
ducing taxes and stopping the surplus ac- 
cumulation, the country would thankfully 
welcome a proclamation summoning Con- 
gress to meet two months in advance of 
the usual time.

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


THE Emperor of China has decided, within 
the last few weeks to considerably strengthen 
his -military camps in Chinese Turkestan. 
Large forces are to be drafted to that country, 
which liesto the northwest of British India. 
These movements have the complete approval 
of the British Government, the relations be- 
tween China and Great Britain being of the 
most friendly description. It is understood 
that this reinforcement of Chinese garrisons 
in Turkestan has been carried out in pur- 
suance of atacit understanding between En- 
gland and China, and with the view of pro- 
tecting the Eastern Empire. 


SOME legislation has been going onin the 
British Parliament on the subjects of dogs and 
their license. After declining to remove the 
exemption on sheep dogs, and to raise the 
general tax from 7s to 10s (i. e., from $1.75 to 
$2.50), the Chancellor Exchequer also declines 
to require that every licensed dog shall 
wear a metal tag, on the ground that 
such a regulation would „ glve great 
irritation to both the owners and their 
dogs.“ Now it is easy to see why the tag 
should be objected to by the owner, as its 
absence would show that he had not paid his 
tax, but why the dog should objectis not so 
clear. Dogs are vain enough to like a decora- 
tion and if given their choice would probably 
prefer a dozen tags to the hideously cruel 
muzzies with which they are but too often 
tortured. 


A MEMORIAL to the men who fought and fell 
in the Transvaal war has been placed in St. 
Paul's. Better late than never. The recogni- 
tion comes tardily, but it is natural 
that Englishmen should dislike to be 
reminded of one of the most humiliating epi- 
sodes in their national history. An English 
papers suggests that the following addition 
shall be appended to the laudatory account of 
the ‘‘heroic defense of the Transvaal against 
the Boers’’—‘‘which defense was rendered 
unavailing since the British Government 
(W. G. Gladstone, Premier,) surrendered to 
the Boers, after a defeat of British troops, all 
that had been refused them before.’’

Judge Cobb sayy 
that his son is nearly a man, that he knows 
the particulars of the affair better than hig 
father, and if the matter requires a duel to 
settie it, the boy is the best judge of what he 
oughttodo. He refrains from exerting hig 
influence in the affair. 

A CHARGE OF CHEATING. 

The trouble arose over a charge of cheating 
at the last college examination. The charge 
was made by Willie Cobb, Tom's younger 
brother, and he and Chisholm had a heated 
encounter. Ashort time aiter they met again 
and foughtit out with their fists off the college 
campus. Willie Cobb was not in good health, 
and being physically weak, he got the worst of 
it, and was obliged to wear goggles for several 
days to hide the bruises about bis eyes. When 
Willie’s older brother, Tom, heard of the 
thrashing the little fellow had got, he ot. 
fered to fight Chisholm to square matters. 
Chisholm said Tom was too big for him, but 


tnatas he considered himself challenged he 


supposed that he had the choice of weapons 
and that he would name pistols. Chisholm's 
second is H. M. Comer, Jr., of Savannah. 
Cobb’s second is P. W. Martin. So the fight 
was transferred from young Cobb to his older 
brother Tom, and the arrangements were 
completed for a duel at Augusta. The stu- 
dents involved in the scrape are of good 
standing in the college, but belong to the 
free and easy class, who prefer riding on 
the avenue to burning the midnight oil. 
They are smart boys, who dress well, are 
olished in their manners and very popular, 
ut not likely to carry off any of the honors.

The news that the duelists were to be ar- 
rested spread rapidly, and when the train on 
which they were expected reached Augusta 
there were fully 500 people at the depot.

Hull of Savannah for the students and ar- 
rested them. They were soon released, bon. 
ever. Cobb and Martin had received a pointer 
that the police were on the lookout for them 
and they boarded the train outside of Athens 
and left it at Grove Town, twenty miles from 


Augusta, and so avoided arrest. They 
have not been seen since. Chisholm and

They are 
LIKELY TO BE DISCIPLINED, 
however, as they leftthe college without per. 
mission. The system of examination out of 
which grew the accusation of cheating is 
unique, in that it leaves everything to the 
student's honor. The questions are written 
on a blackboard, and the student can then go 
to his room or anywhere he pieases, but when 
he has handed in bis answers to the ques- 
tions he must sign a pledge like this: I pledge 
my honor that I have not received or given 
assistance — this examination Ifa 
student is accused of cheating, he is tried by 
hie classmates. He is accorded counsel, a 
student is chosen as judge and the others of 
the class sit as a jury. If the verdict is 
‘‘guilty’’ the student-jadge reports this to 
the faculty of the college, who formally ex- 
pel the accused. 

A PUBLIC-SCANDAL. 
The brothers Cobb and Mr. Chisholm were 
in Athens yesterday, but have not applied as 
yet for readmission totheir classes. Much 
solemn interchanges of notes aud many. lu. 
terviews have taken place, with the result of 
bringing about a hand-shaking between the 
youths. The most serious phase of the whole 
matter has yet to be settled, however. Pub- 
lic sentiment, as well as the law, are opposed 
to dueling, and the fact that such violations 
should take place in the chief educational in- 
stitution in the State is looked by as & pub - 
lic scandal. Were it not for the high standing 
of their families they would, possibly, be un- 
ceremoniously expelied.

Reviewers. 


The Reports of Recorder Will- 
iams’ Canvassérs Not 
Final.

The Republican Nominees for the City 
Council—Chairman Beggs’ Standing Com- 
mittees—A New Republican City Central 
Committee—The Fourth Ward Election 
for Committeeman—Interesting Political 
Gossip and Campaign Chat. 


The office of Recorder of Voters Williams 
was besieged this morning by citizens whose 
names had been stricken off of the registra- 
tion lists. Most of them had notices from the 
Recorder, and were there forthe purpose of 
being reinstated on the lists as voters. The 
published statements by Reviser Mansfield, 
to the effect that had the report of the can- 
vasser in his ward been taken as final over 
300 voters would have been disfranchised, 
created no little excitement among politicians, 
and served to attract attention more closely 
tothe subject by citizens and voters of all 
classes. 

Toa Post-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
Recorder Williams said: ‘‘A misapprehension 
exists as to the effect of the general striking 
off of names which has been done on the re- 
turns of the canvassers. The names 80 
stricken off were done s0 upon a 
contingency, the contingency being a 
further and positive verification of the 
work of the canvassers. Atits meeting this 
afternoon the Board of Review will adopt a 
resolution providing that where the letter- 
carriers have verified the reports of the can- 
vassers and have certified, upon the back 
of the envelopes addressed to the 
voters, to the fact that the 


erson ig@dead or has removed his place of res- 
dence, the name of the person in question 
shali be finally stricken off of the list of regis- 
tered voters. If, on the other hand, the letter- 
carrier should find that the canvasser had 
made a mistake and that the person resided at 
the address given onthe letter, then the per- 
son will be reinstated on the list and will be 
entitled to vote at the coming election.

THE TREATY WITH RUSSIA. 


Persons Guilty of Political Offenses Cannot 
Be Extradited. 


NEW YORK, March 26.—The Wortp this 
morning publishes the new extradition treaty 
that has been concluded with Russia, with the 
exception of the signature of the Czar.

CURE FOR CONSUMPTION. 


A REMEDY THAT 18 ALMOST SPECIFIC Dis- 
COVERED IN FRANCE. 


Injections of Carbonic Acid Gas Saturated 

With Sulphuretted Hydrogen—Cures Ef- 
,  geeted at the Philadelphia Alms House 
What Loval Physicians Think of the 
Remedy—Doubt and. Confidence in the 
Pian. 


If, as it is now asserted in medical journals 
a cure for consumption has been discovered 
that approaches almost to a specific, there 
are thousands of dying men and women in 
this country who may look up and be glad 
over a prospect of lengthening days. A 
French physician, Dr. Bergeon of Lyons, 
proposes to kill the microbes whose presence 
in the lungs is the cause of the mani- 
festations of disease by an injection of 
carbonic acid gas saturated with sulphuretted 
hydrogen into the bowels. This gas goes di- 
rectly to the lungs and acts upon them 80 
beneficially that nature is enabled to restore 
the damage to the air - cells affected by the dis- 
ease previously, and the patient recovers 
normal health. Thisis the assertion made by 
the originator of the cure, and he is upheld by 
several physicians, who have experimented in 
this country. Dr. McLaughlin, chief physi- 
cian at the Philadelphia Ams-house, was the 
first in America to experiment. He submitted 
according to repodts that have been tele- 
graphed from Philadeiphia, thirty consump- 
tive patients to the treatment. One man was 
in aterrible state. He was suffering intensely 
from a hacking cough and obstinate diarrha@a.

„The treatment of phthisis is being more 
carefully investigated now than ever before. 
In France a fund amounting to 54,000 francs 
has been subscribed for the purpose of aiding 
therapeutical research in the study of pulmon- 
tuberculosis. Meanwhile some curious 
ideas are being advanced. One of these is the 
method of Dr. Bergeon of Lyons (Brit- 
ish Medical Journal, December 1886), who 
recommends a method of treating phthisis, 
which has, at any rate, the merit of novelty. 
His plan is to utilize the effects of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, and this he proposesto do by in- 
jecting carbonic acid gas, saturated with sul- 
phuretted hydrogen, into the intestines. If 
care be taken to secure the absence of atmos- 
pheric air, no inconvenience, it is said, results 
from theinjection even of large quantities of 
the mixture; absorption into the venous sys- 
tem and elimination by the lungs taking place 
very rapidly. It is claimed by this procedure 
that, by its means, the use ofsulphuretted hy- 
drogen is unattended with any toxic effects, 
and exerts its Influence directly on the lungs 
themselves. It has been employed in a num- 
ber of cases atthe hospitals of Lyons, Bor- 
deax and Paris, With great benefit to the pa- 
tients, even in very advanced cases, and lat- 
teriy, similar observations have been made in 
the consumption hospitals of London, the re- 
sults of which have not yet been made 
known. The method has been very much 
simplified by the introduction of an ingenious 
but simple auparatus whereby the carbonic 
acid gas is geuerated, and saturated with sul- 
phuretted hydrogen, readyfor use. It is 
not likely that any very extended use 
will be made of this treatment for some time, 
but it goes to show that pulmonary phthisis 
is being attacked from all points of the com- 
pass. Dr. Bergeon is a mau of great attain- 
ment, and has given several years' trial to 
this method, and it has been approved by as 
high an authority as Dr. J. H. Bennet, of 
London. The procedure has been communi- 
catedto the Academie de Medicine.’’

WHY THE PRESIDENT WILL NOT ENFORCE 
THE RETALIATORY ACT. 


The Action of Congress Regarded by the 
President as Hasty and Impulsive—Can- 
ada Not Over-Awed—The United States 
Not in a Condition for War. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—It is now 
practically settled that there isto be no exe- 
cution of the retaliatory fisheries act. A 
prominent New England man, a high Govern- 
ment official, whois wellinformed about the 
attitude of the President and Cabinet on the 
subject, says the action of Congress is looked 
upon by Mr. Cleveland and his official advisers 
as hasty and impulsive, and ridiculously in- 
consistent with the ability of the Government 
to give effect to the aggressive spirit of the 
act. He says it is apparent from this 
outcropping, as in fact has been quite 
manifest all along, that the ferocious letter 
of Secretary Manning and the more temperate 
but equally firm representations of Secretary 
Bayard on the fisheries outrages, which had 
much to do with working Congress up to the 
point of decisive action, were merely part of 
a deliberate and preconcerted programme of 
bluster and buncombe cooked up to scare Ca- 
nadian officials into doing something they 
could not be induced todo by more amicable 
means. It is nowapparent that the Dominion 
Government is not scared, and does not pro- 
pose to recede from its previous hostile posi- 
tion. Itis to be expected that American fish- 
ermen will be treated more brutally in 
Canadian waters and ports this summer 
than they were last year because 
the Dominion officials are irritated by the 


hostility of Congress, and because they have 
the support ofthe home government which 
makes them much stronger than the States, 
from the fighting standpoint. Secretary Bag- 
ard, he continued, following the example of 
Mr. Hewitt inthe matter ofthe Irish resolu- 
tions, has informally made explanations to 
the British Minister amounting to an apology 
for the rash and inconsiderate temper dis- 
played by Congress, dssuring him that noth- 
ing would come of it as the efforcement of the 
act was discretionary with the executive 
branch, and that he, asthe head of the de- 
partment having jurisdiction over the 
subject, would have the controlling 
voice. The Secretary is now known 
to have been assured by the 
Minister that the British Government was by 
no means averse to a little coercion of the 
troublesome colony bythe Washington Gov- 
ernment, butthere isa tinge of sarcasm in 
the Minister’s assurance, which at least does 
not tend to allay the Secretary’s nervous dis- 
tress over the possibility of a breach of cor- 
dial relations between tne two powers. The 
Minister knows that the United States Govern- 
ment is not in a condition to coerce anybody, 
and Mr. Bayard could not have failed to per- 
ceive the irony of the British diplomate though 
it may have been a little obscured by the 
maudlin gush in which the over-amiable Sec- 
retary delights in his communications with 
the foreign representatives here. 
VIOLATIONS OF GOOD NEIGHBORSHIP. 

When the retaliatory act was pending be- 
fore the Foreign Committees of Congress, 
continued the official, there was before the 
committee a record showing forty-seven clear 
cases of violation of good neighborship, if not 
of the common law rights of American fishing 
vessels, by the Canadian authorities: These 
outrages were so high-handed and evinced 
sucha disregard to the rights of American 
shipping under the numerous treaties between 
the United States and Great Britain, that 
Congress passed the act with but one 
dissenting vote, and that one was cast by 
Senator Riddleberger, who wanted a stronger 
measure forthe same purpose. Prof. Baird, 
the head of the Fish Commission, said recent- 
ly tothe POST-DISPATCH correspondent that 
had Congress applied to the commission for 
information, it could have secured an authen- 
tic record of 100 cases of illegal seizures, de- 
tention and refusal to accord the common 
privileges of civilization by Canadian authori- 
ties during the period covered by the State 
Commission list of ’47. 

THE PRESIDENT WAITING. 

It has been universally believed by the New 
England section that the long list of seizures 
by the Canadian authorities upon American 
fishermen would be a sufficient warrant for 
the immediate enforcement of the act, but 
this, it is now clear, is not the case. The Pres- 
ident is waiting for some new incident in 
which the rights of an American vessel may 
be violated. He had also been confused some- 
what by distracting arguments and counter- 
arguments as to what the rights of an American 
fishing vessel in Canadian waters are, really. 
He is also restrained by the consideration that 
the Government is notin a condition to war- 
rant any act which may involve war with a 
foreign power, however insignificant. He is 
reported to be strongly of the opinion that a 
literal enforcement of the retaliatory act 
would lead to violence which would bring war 
in its wake. Numerous protests have come 
from influential business men of the large 


coast cities, prinetpally of New York 
and Boston, against the enforce- 
ment of the act, except from the 


gravest necessity, as incaiculable harm might 
result to the vast business and property inter- 
ests of these cities which would be absolutely 
at the mercy ofa British fleet sent to destroy 
or demand indemnity. A distinguished nayal 
officer, now stationed at Washington, says the 
enforcement of the retaliatory act would 
mean war and, thatin the event of war, New 
York City would be laid in ashes or 
placed under tribute within twenty 
days from the declaration of war. He says 
the President is right in not closing the ports 
against Canada, because the closure would 
involve the sacrifice of interests of infinitely 
greater value than the fisheries. This officer 
Sxpressesthe belief that while we would be 
invincible on land we would make a very sorry 
showing with a navy of canal boats and coal 
schooners in a conflict at sea. For professional 
reasons he cannot permit the use of his name 
in connection with these expressions.

A FLOURISHING CHURCH, 


What Shaare Emeth’s Annual Report Will 
Show—Election of Trustees. 


The annual meeting of Shaare Emeth con- 
gregation to-morrowis not expected to de- 
velop any contest over the election of trus- 
tees. Afeeble atteinpt has been made by the 
Jewish Free Press to call attention to 
Mr. A. Binswanger's recent address, a 
summary of which was published 
in the POST- DISPATCH, but the 


congregation is taking but little interest in 
the agitation as Mr. Binswanger’s views have 
been known for ten years. He has received 
many letters from prominent Hebrew preach- 
ers approving his views on the American Jew- 
ish youth. Notable among these are letters 
from Rabbis Hirsch and Sale of Chi- 
cago, Rabbi Philippson of Balti- 
more, who recently declined a call to 
Shaare Emeth; Rabbi Krauskopf of Kansas 
City and the Rabbi Wise of New York. The 
letter of the last distinguished divine is very 
striking in some of its expressions. He says 
that the American Jewish youth are swayed by 


materialism or scepticism and that he hopes 
for the coming of same Jewish Luther or Wes- 
ley.’’ 

Mr, Zinswanger will be a candidate 


for re-election to-morrow,’’ said a prominent 
member of the Shaare Emeth to-day, ‘‘and 
nobody need be afraid that he will not be 
elected. The congregation cannot afford to 
raise the question of religious belief, for if 
Binswanger is not a good enough Hebrew to 
be a trustee, Ldon’t see how he could remain 
as a member of the congregation. He 
has been a trustee for ten years, 
11 member of the temple school 
board for fifteen, and was President 
ofthe council of union of American Hebrew 
congregations and the church can’t afford to 
lose him from the Board.’’

This morning Robert W. Fitzgerald, the 
young man who was arrestedon Thursday 
night at Sixth and Pine streets on a charge of 
disturbing the peace of a young lady, was ar- 
raigned before Judge Cady.

‘‘Well, things have come to a pretty 
ass when a woman cannot go out without 
éing insulted. There ought to be a society 
here armed with borsewhips for the immediate 
correction of this evil. I will fine the de- 
fendant 850. Fitzgerald was taken back to 
the dock, and in default of payment will go to 


the Work-house.

‘HONEST EMMA.“ 
Ir ABBOTT COMBINATION vo MAKEUP A 


Her Dresses, Her Diamonds, Her Kisses and 
Her Voice — Tricks of Vocalism That 
Count for Gen Singing—A Thin 
Spread of Attractions—‘‘Adonis” and 
Other Entertainments Offered for Next 
Week—Gossip About Players and Sing- 
ers—Coulisse Chat. 


Some one wittingly or unwittingly hit upon 
a fine piece of irony when he dubbed Emma 
Abbott Honest Emma. From an artistic 
standpoint there is not an honest bone in her 
body, nor an honest note in her throat for 
that matter. . 

From Patti to Abbott embraces all the variety 
of operatic singer, and the most unique is 
Abbott. She has a fondness for sticking Patti 
somewhere in ber advertisements. It she 
does not claim to rival her in voice she is con- 
tent to come next to her in diamonds, which 
may be regarded as a brilliant operatic 
achievement for a plain American prima 
donna. 9 

It is the penny whistle splitting its tin sides 
near a gold - lined cornet or a tee-wee chirrup- 
ing à rivalry with a nightingale. She is a mix - 
ture of one-half sensationalism, one-fourth 
assurance, another part triumphs of the fa- 
mous Pinget, the great rival of Worth, anda 
small particle of voice. If one does not like 
her voice, which is probable, there is her kiss, 
unequalled and peculiar; if this is not satis- 
factory there are her marvelous dresses, and 
thrown in, her diamonds to make full measure. 

When one is in active operation you find 
yourself wishing it was the other until the 
other’s turn comes, and then you want to go 
out and get a breath of fresh air or any- 
thing that is reviving. A crushing sense 
of the futility of all pain-killers comes over 
one. Inever heard Abbott sing ‘‘The Last 
Rose of Summer’’ that I did not feel like get- 
ting a gun and searching around for a vocalist 
to slay. And I wanted one who was pos- 
sessed of the idea that she could sing ballads 
and that the right way to sing them was to get 
sea-sick and go into convulsions several times 
while the crank was being turned. The song 
is sung in twenty dying gasps and an agonized 
expression. The gasps and the expression 
are copyrighted and nc artiste can use them. 

Then there is the Abbott kiss. Back when 
the singer was slenderer than she is now, and 
made love that could be cut and sliced with 
Castle on the stage in romantic opera, some- 
one discovered that there was a fervency 
about the Abbott kiss which was not shared 
by any other kiss, and which melted the lead 
in the water-pipes. After that the kiss be- 
came more fervent and more lingering until 
the audiences had to go outside and get cor- 
juls and settling potions to see it through. 
When this kiss was getting a little bare 
and worn, and the tenor was pretty well used 
up, the ‘‘Mikado’’ came along and the Yum- 
Yum variety was introduced and is now on 
draught. It is simply an extension of the old 
one—a succession of kisses, each one warmer 
than the other, and all of them sounding like 
a loose pump getting its grip on the water. 
Abbott never does anything by halves. When 
she starts out to kiss she means business. 
She wraps her lips around the tenor and turns 
onafull head of steam. The result in inde- 
scribable. 

Take away her sensations—and she is ready 


forany kind—her dresses and her diamonds 
ind there is nothing but her voice left, and 
that doesn’t count for much. It is reedy and 
thinthis season and is far from sweet. One 
trouble about it is that it does not blend with 
any other voice in the company, but pipes 
along dy itself. She has a lot of vocal tricks 
and throws a glamor of brilliancy around her 
singing which is accepted for the genuine ar- 
ticle, but it is not. There is neither art 
nor melody in it. The 
light opera has made the Abbott 
engagements here for two seasons. ‘‘The 
Mikado’’ was given nearly all of her week last 
year, and the two performances of it this 
week drew big audiences. The opera 
was not well given either, not nearly so well 
vocally as ought to be expected of a grand 
opera organization, and with poor effect 
dramaticaily. The performance of it was 
much worse than last season. The other 
operas were indifferently given. And yet 
there are people who will go to hear Abbott, 
and who are laboring under the impression 
that she really can sing.

MRS. GOOOWIN’S FUNERAL. 


Arrangements for the Interment of the 
Dead Actress—Her Farewell Letters. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, March 26.—Mrs. Eliza Weathers- 
by-Goodwin, who died on Thursday night, 
will be buried from the Church of the Trans- 
figuration to-morrow afternoon at Io clock, 
the Rev. Dr. Houghton officiating. Previous 
to the public services there will be private 
services at her late residence. The burial will 
be at Woodlawn. Yesterday the body of the 


dead actress lay on a pall of roses, 
lilies and lilacs nestling in a mass 
of smilax, and hundreds of actors 
visited the house to see the body of 
their dead companion, an actress who had no 
enemies and was universally respected and 
beloved by all who knew ber. Many brought 
handsome bouquets, baskets of flowers, and 
ali words of consolation for Mr. Goodwin, 
who is completely broken down by the death 
of his wife. Telegrams of sympathy came to 
him from all parts of the country, actors and 
actresses expressing their deepest regrets at 
the death of their friend. Frank E. Sanger, 
the theatrical manager; C. M. Schroeder, 
business manager of the Fifth Avenue 
Theater ; Joseph Haworth, the actor; 
Dr. T. S. Robertson, the family phvsician; 
Lawyer Thos. Purdy and George Bartlett are 
the gentlemen who will act as pall-bearers. 
On the day before the surgical operation was 
performed Mrs. Goodwin, thoroughly appre- 
ciating its dangerous character, wrote twenty 
letters to relatives in England and to personal 
friendsin this country, including an eight- 
page latter to her husband, the letter to be 
opened only in case of her death. These 
letters, her farewells to her friends, were 
mailed to their destination to-day.

EMMA THURSBY’S NIGHTINGALES: 


A Pretty Story Told About the American 
Songbird. 


Paris Letter to the New York WORLD. 

A songstress much loved in America is 
spending the winter in Paris. A few evenings 
since I had the pleasure of hearing Miss Emma 
Thursby at a musicale given by that most 
agreeable hostess, Mrs. James Jackson of the 
Avenue d’Antin. Although Miss Thursby has 
ahome in Paris, from time to time she gives 
concerts in the south of France, and her voice 


was never finer, never sweeter than at present. 
The French people think that Miss Thursby 
should cast aside her prejudices and 
sing in opera. Her success with the 
most difficult operatic music at con— 
certs given here in 1883 was, almost 
without a parallel, but the singer herself ex- 
presses not the least desire to become an 
operatic star. American papers have given 
accounts of her reception in all the musical 
cities of Europe, of the gold and jewels show- 
ered upon her, but I do not think America has 
heard of one royal gift. Once she sang at 
Prague to an audience of princes. The en- 
thusiasm was great. All complimented her 
with the exception of one prince, whose name, 
perhaps, was the most celebrated. He said 
not a word. The next day this silent lover 
of music called upon the singer, carrying 
with him two nightingales. His presentation 
speech was most exquisite—‘‘No woman’s 
voice has ever given me so much pleasure 
as yours, and as a proof of my admiration 
deign to accept my most precious treasures, 
these nightingales. whom you will teach to 
sing. The nightingales in themselves were 
beautiful, as each one was marked with ared 
cross, but to the prince they were of great 
yalue. Atthe time ofthe Crusades one of his 
ancestors was imprisoned and his captivity 
was ligbtened by the singing of two nightin- 
gales. The Crusader’s ransom was paid; he 
was released and allowed to take his com- 
forters away. Since then the race of red cross 
nightingales has been in the possession of the 
prince’s family, but there are never more than 
two in existence at a time, and the last two 
were given to Miss Thursby.

THE MILITARY. 


The First Regiment Companies Asking to 
Be Disbanded. 


Since the officers and men of the First Regi- 
ment petitioned the Governor to disband 
them the weekly officers’ regimental councils 
have been discontinued, and to all intents and 
purposes the regiment has ceased to meet as a 
regiment. Each company has acted by itself, 
on its own responsibility, and while there has 
been no concerted action, yet during the 

ast week meetings have been held by the dif- 
erent companies, each in its own quarters, 
and with three or four exceptions it has been 
decided by a majority of the members of the 
companies to disband immediately, arrange- 
ments can be made to protect them on their 
bonds for the State arms which they hold. 

It is reported that Gen. J. C. Jamison, 
while here on a “yisit during the 
early part of the week, advised some of the 
officers not to act hastily, but wait until af- 
ter the Governor has issued his proclamation 
calling an extra session of the r in 
the hope that something would de said in it 
about the passage of a militia bill. 
Mr. Harr Shaw, who was Chair- 
man of the House Committee on militia, states 
to a Post-DispaTCH reporter that Gen. Jami- 
son had told him several days agothat the 
Governor would probably make another effort 
to secure an appropriation for the militia. 

The voice of the men as heard at the com- 
pany meetings held this week is unquestion- 
ably in favor of disbandment and there is 
little hope for the continuance of the regiment 
in the State service. The only companies 
drilling at present are the cavalry, artillery, 
E, F, AandG. 

While the Governor failed to mention the 
militia appropriation in his proclamation con- 


vening the extra session of the Legislature, he 


also said nothing about the general deficiency 
bill, which makes a special message neces- 
sary. The Governor may send as many spe- 
cial messages on as many different subjects as 
he may wish, and it is not at all improbable 
thata militia appropriation will be asked for 
in one of them.
